COUNCIL ON CHRISTIAN LITERATURE FOR OVERSEAS CHINESE 


C. W. Allan's Dictionary of Religious Terms has been put out in a thoroughly revised edition, 
The rapid sales of the Hymns of Universal Praise is indicated by the need for still another reprint 
of the words edition, Part I of the Book of Common Worship is being reprinted, This contains 
orders of worship, prayers, communion services, responsive readings, etc. Some of the Religious 
_ ®ract Society tracts are being reprinted for use in evangelistic work. 
9 Two extremely influential tracts from over a hundred years ago are also being reprinted, 
hese are Leung Faat's Ch'uan-shih Liang-yen (Good Words for Exhorting the World, usually 
known as Good Words) and Niue Liang- yu Hsiang-lun (Dialogue of Two Friends, usually known 
as The Two Friends), These can fairly be called classics of the early Christian missionary work 


in China, and it is good to have them again available, 


ASIA AND THE WEST 


This book by Maurice Zinkin (Institute of Pacific Relations, $3.50) was first published in 
1951 and is now put out in a 1953 revision, The jacket statement rightly calls it an important 
and timely analysis of the basic economic, social and administrative problems facing southern 
and eastern Asia today. The first part consists of five chapters dealing with conditions common 
to all the countries of the Far East, Then come twelve chapters dealing with all the countries one 
by one, and finally in part three the prospects for the future are explored, The way in which 
imperialistic exploitation works is vividly portrayed through a well documented description of 
Japanese policy in Korea, He also shows how in countries like India and Malaya the introduction 
of Western ideas of economic right and justice all unwittingly worked for the building up of the 
landlord and moneylender class at the expense of the peasants. The conclusion of his chapter on 
China is worth quoting: The Communist victory was not one over freedom and democracy, for 
there was no freedom or democracy to conquer, As with the Tudors in England, the Communist 
strength is that they have given order instead of anarchy, a place in the sun instead of humili- 
ation, the enforcement of a totalitarian law instead of the caprice of the local bully, The price 
is high. Family loyalties have been undermined, hundreds of thousands have been shot, But 
most Chinese are prepared to pay it; for the landlord is being abolished, and Chinese troops 
have won victories against Westerners in Korea. 

The two great powers of Asia are now totalitarian Communist China and liberal democratic 
India, The next generation will see a struggle between these two ideologies for the mind of Asia. 
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The provisions that these two systems make for economic advance will largely determine wi “ 


way that mind will turn, Since the Western world has much larger supplies of both the capital 
and the skills required for that advance, a wise use of these will ensure that the mind of Asia 


will turn toward liberal democracy, This book is worth reading. 
FAR EASTERN SURVEY ARTICLES 


The December and January numbers of Far Eastern Survey, published by the American Insti- 
tute of Pacific Relations, contain two articles of special interest to students of China. The first, 


on »The Government and Economy of Manchuria*’, is by Dr. Chao Kuo-chun, of the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology. He calls attention to the key position of Manchuria in the indus- 
trial development of China and to the dominant position of its Chairman, Kao Kang, in all 
government plans, He points out that Kao Kang is not one of the Moscow-trained leaders, and 
this, along with other evidence, leads him to conclude that Manchuria is not being detached 
from China to become part of Russia, but is deing steadily and systematically integrated into 
the over-all plan for a more centralized China. 

The other article, on Tibet under Chinese Communist Rule, is by Prof, Werner Levi, 
of the University of Minnesota, He reviews the capture of Tibet by the Communist Army, the 
subsequent political reorganization of the country so as to assure control from Peking, and pre- 
sent activities, especially in highway construction, He notes that the Dalai Lama in his October 
I speech (1953) found the courage to deflate the extraordinary Chinese claims by saying that 
**basic construction work on a broad scale has not yet started. His conclusion is that so far the 
Chinese Communists have not succeeded much better than their Imperial, Republican N 
Nationalist predecessors in gaining the sympathy of the Tibetan people. 


MISSIONARY NEWS | 


Salvation Army Officer Lt. Colonel F. T. Waller, formerly in Peking, is retiring from his 
strenuous social welfare duties in Hong Kong in March, and will proceed to England, where hi 
future work is to be. 

Roger Arnold, YMCA Secretary now in Formosa, suffered a slight stroke early in January, 
but has been recovering satisfactorily since then, 

Rewi Alley, known to many missionaries, formerly with the Baillie School at Sandan, is now 
living in Peking Hotel, the government headquarters, as New Zealand and Australian representa- 
tive on the Far Eastern Peace Council, 

Jeffrey Bull, an independent British missionary from Sikang, arrived in Hong Kong on 
December 19, after having been in prison for three years and two months, According to our 
Hong Kong correspondent, he had been the last British missionary left in China (Protestant). 

The Hugh Hubbards (formerly Congregational missionaries in Paoting and elsewhere) were 
flown back to the States from Manila early in February because of the serious illness of Mrs. 
Hubbard, She is now in a hospital in Connecticut and is reported to be improving. 

The Randolph Sailers (Pres, North, Yenching Univ.) are now at Forman College in Lahore, 
Pakistan, Other second-hand China“ in Lahore include Miss Ruth Chester (Pres, North, Ginling 
College) and the Dr. C. S, Trimmers (Meth., Nanking Univ. Hospital). 

Miss Een Nielsen, a Danish missionary who has taken Chinese citizenship, continues at the 
age of 82 to live at Takushan, Manchuria, She supports herself by the sale of milk and butter 
from three cows which she cares for herself, Some time ago a Public Health official tried to 
close down her dairy, claiming that the quarters were unsanitary, Her friends rallied to her 


_ Support and the order was withdrawn, As a ‘‘land-owner’’ she is not allowed to go to church, but 
the soldiers and officials quartered in her various compounds often come to see her, ostensibly 


on matters of business, but one will say, Sing me that hymn my grandfather used to sing, and 
another will say, My parents are Christian, After one such fruitful interview she wrote to 
friends in England. God is looking for souls through me. 

Dr. Ralph C. Lewis, North China Presbyterian Mission, and last American out of Peking 
(August, 1952), is beginning a tour of medical colleges in the South, Southwest, and Far West 
on behalf of the Student Volunteer Movement, The Lewis family is proceeding to Bangkok in 
May for service in the Presbyterian Mission Hospital there.

SCHOOL NEWS 


A recent report from inside China gives us more information about S. C. Lo (Lo Shih- chi). 
the former dean of Cheeloo Theological Seminary, Two years ago he was forced to stand trial 
before the students of the University, where he conducted himself with great dignity and firm- 
ness, The result of the trial was that he was required to move off the campus, but evidently no 
further action against him was taken, When the new Nanking Union Theological Seminary was 
organized, he was a part of it, and has been teaching Pastoral Theology there, and has also 
served as buildings manager, 

A report direct from the campus of one of our former Christian colleges in China tells 
something of the a tivities of Christian students there, The reporter, who left China in September 
1953, states that Christian students in this university are not allowed to show any manifestation of 
their faith in the school, even to singing a hymn in the washroom, They do go to church when 
they are allowed time, usually dropping in after the service has begun and leaving before it is 
over, They also found time to rehearse and give the Messiah on Christmas Sunday of 1952. 

More than 4,700 students were graduated from higher educational institutions in the South- 
west area in 1953, and about 15,000 in the past four years, according to an NCNA despatch 
from Chungking on January 12. 

Rev. Wang Tzu-chung, President of Yenching Union Theological Seminary, told-a European 
visitor in Peking in January that it was not true that Dr, Wu I-fang had retired from her school 
work to live quietly in Peking, as our Bulletin of September 28, 1953 reported, He said that she 

s still in Nanking, going on with her work, 

J A report which has come by way of a Foochow family which went to Singapore some months 

go gave a different disposition of school property in Foochow from that reported in these columns 
on January 18, According to that earlier report, Huanan College had become the Physics and 
Chemistry Departments, the Anglican School (Tao Shu) had become the School of Education, 
the Methodist School (Tai Maiu) the History and Geography Departments, the other Anglican 
school near the cemetery (Sing Ding) the Foreign Language Department, and the Race Course the 
Physical Education Department. This sounds more logical than the implication which your 
editor drew from the Simester letter, Evidently the new buildings for the School of Education 
are all on the Tao Shu compound, 

A new Chinese University has been set up in Singapore, to be called Nanyang University, 
Lin Yu-tang, the famous writer, is to be the president, and Dr. Robert Lim, formerly surgeon- 
general of the Nationalist armies, will be vice-president.

GENERAL NEWS 


It is reported from China that at the time of Stalin's death all the people were required to 
wear black mourning bands on their sleeves, and students had to write compositions on What 
Stalin's Death Means to Me. The Chinese found Beria’s dismissal very difficult to understand, 
but their final verdict seemed to be that he had not studied enough, and did not have enough 
political understanding, 

A report from a North China city gives an interesting account of the anti-germ warfare 
campaign which was being waged so vigorously a year ago. There were constant meetings, 
and everyone had to come with specified equipment; white slip-on sleeves with rubber wrist 
bands, head covered with white cloth enclosing the ears, nosemask, fly swatter, rat trap, a 
pair of tweezers, and a bottle of DDT. Then there were inspections in the homes, At this time 
the whole family present had to line up fully equipped with anti-germ-warfare equipment, and 
report on how many flies, mosquitoes, spiders, rats, and scorpions had been killed that day, 
along with the evidence, The students had similar instructions, and had real germ warfare air 


C (y drills in the streets, They would march along fully equipped, then at the signal fall to the 
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
